The Bulldogs dropped their opening game to Peoria, due to lack of experience, The team caught fire and won 
the next 6 games, taking Kingman, last year's conference champs, 27-6, Continuing their winning streak, the 
Bulldogs rolled over Holbrook, 45-12, and whitewashed Mingus on their own field, 47-0. Then, avenging last 
year's defeat by the Class A South Champs, Globe, the Bulldogs won with a resounding 41-7 victory.
